LONDON, Nov. 26.—The British 
Government proceeded today in the;

the contrary. 

To that end'a new note to Wash- 
ington is being prepared. It will 
follow up a note sent earlier in the 
month requesting suspension of the 
$95,550,000 installment—a note to 


which Secretary of State Stimson | 


replied yesterday. 

Treasury officials are preparing 
data for the Cabinet and it is un- 
derstood the draft of a note to 
‘Washington maintaining the Brit- 
ish stand will be ready for the 
Cabinet. Monday. 

The note from Washington, 
which appeared in the press this 
morning, drew no harsh comment. 
On the contrary, some papers, while 
recognizing that the full statement 
did not alter the American posi- 
tion, found room for commenda- 
tion. 

The Daily Telegraph said the 
note conveyed “a rather more fa- 
vorable impression than the offi- 
cial forecast.” The News Chronicle 
said “the friendly gestures seem in 
text somewhat more pronounced 
than in the previous statement.” 

The pound sterling took a new 
aip on the sterling-dollar exchange 
to 3.20% in the early dealings, but 
made a recovery within an hour, 
rallying to 3.22. This rate was well 
above last night’s closing and ruled 
the market at noon.

Dormant since the Supreme 
Court decided the famous test cast 
of the St. Louis & O’Fallon Rail- 
way, the issue was reopened by an- 
other small Midwestern line; the 
Illinois Terminal Railroad, operat- 
ing a network of steam and electric 
lines in Illinois as a subsidiary’ of 
the Illinois Power and Light Cor- 
poration. 

“Conf ”’ Road Says. 

Telling of its losses in the de- 
pression years since 1929, the 
company contended the assessment 
of all profits above 6 per cent in 
better years would be confiscatory. 
It charged also that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission improperly 
assumed the roles of plaintiff, 
prosecuting attorney, prosecuting 
witness, Judge and jury in the 
hearings that resulted in fixing the 
carrier’s excess earnings, and that 
it erred in finding the railroad’s 
property valuation.

Rolier canaries, the operatic 
songsters of the canary family, are 


at the annual contest of the South 
Side Canary Club at Jeffla Hall, 
Jefferson and Lafayette avenues. 

Judging in the contest, which 
opened yesterday with more than 
100 birds, including entrants from 
other states competing, continued 
today and the winners will be an- 
nounced tomorrow afternoon at the 
conclusion of the show. 

e contest is a serious busi- 
ness. There is none of the hustle 
and bustle such as is evinced at 
shows where mere appearance 
counts. This exhibition is based 
on performance alone—the finest 
plumage may not outweigh a 
faulty singer. Exhibitors and spec- 
tators move quietly about the main 
display room, glancing with prac- 
ticed eye at those that have been 
judged and who have yet to sing. 

In another room, behind closed 
doors, is seated the judge, Frank 
Kreutz, who has been judging the 
singing of birds for 27 years. 

The judge is seated at a tahle 
score sheet in front of him, pencil 
in hand. Ten feet in front of him 
are four birds, in cages placed one 
above another. The birds sing in 
teams, although each bird is judged 
on its merits. Prizes are awarded 
for total team ‘Scores as well as for 
the best individual singer in -he 
show. The score sheet lists 15 mt- 
Sically effective good points and 
seven bad ones. ' 

The judge is especially vigilant 
to catch the rare kolier, a term 
which means a bird that renders 4 
combination of three notes. Koller 
singers are few and far‘ between. 
Another comparative rarity is,a 
roller that can sing the “deep bub- 
bling water tour.” “When a bird 

a “tour” its little throat pul- 
sates, while for the flute motes 
there is not a tremor.

with the facts as to what the Allies got 
cut of the war? 

The Allies have already received and 
are keeping enormous values in repara- 
tions far beyond the amounts paid on, 
debts. They have and are keeping bil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of German col- 
onies. Those colonies are probably worth 
more than the total war debt to Amer- 
ica. The profit and revenues derived 
from those colonies, under normal con- 
ditions, are worth many millions yearly. 

Europe now hints that it may be will- 
ing to reduce armaments in exchange for 
new debt reductions, An empty bargain. 
After we agree to take less in future 
payments, what and who is to prevent 
Europe from again increasing her arma- 
ments? Europe expects America honor- 
ably to live up to all promises. But if 
Europe finds it “necéssary’” to arm heav- 
ily, will she meekly admit a breach of 
her promise and thereupon resume pay- 
ing the original. and larger sum? 

America should refuse to enter nego- 
tiations for debt reduction now because: 
(1) we are broke; (2) the Allies have 
not given up their war prizes; (3) the 
reciprocal concessions proposed are only 
pretended concessions on Europe's part. 

The Allies should return the former 
German colonies to Germany as German 
mandates. Germany should recognize the 
new continental boundaries. Germany 
should withdraw all complaints regard- 
ing new boundaries. The Allies and Ger- 
many should agree among themselves 
to an actual reduction of armaments. 

The press pf America has a wonder- 
ful opportunity to render a great and 
patriotic service to the people by quick- 
ly publishing the facts as to those man- 
dates and their effect upon the plight 
of Europe, so that our Congressmen may 
be backed up by a well-advised public 
opinion, EPHRIM CAPLAN.

For the most part, the findings of such commis 
sions are published in heavy tomes, filed away and 
forgotten, representing a waste of time and taxpay- 
ers’ money. When the subjects studied demand im- 
mediate attention, the work of commissicns is often 
either scrapped or duplicated by congressional inves- 
tigations. 

Perhaps the most flagrant example, costing the 
taxpayers the sum of $500,000, was the President's 
Commission on Law Enforcement and Observance, 
popularly known as the Wickersham Commission. 
The principal duty of this body was to submit to 
Mr. Hoover a report on the workings of prohibition. 
When it was appointed, prohibition had been in ef- 
fect nearly a decade and, so obvious was prohibition's 
failure, it had become a byword in the streets. Yet 


of distinguished men and women, with a large and 
expensive staff of “experts,” to tell him what every- 
one already knew. 

As was to be expected, the facts found by the Wick- 
ersham Commission’s investigation confirmed every 
indictment that had ever been made of prohibition. 
Likewise, in their individual reports, the commis- 
sioners were almost unanimously for a change and 
two were for outright repeal. But this time, instead 
of a commission making up Mr. Hoover’s mind for 
him, he apparently made up its mind for it, for its 
general report was for a continuation of the noble 
experiment. The inside story of what happened to 
the Wickersham report has never yet been told, but 
it created a profound contempt for “government by’ 
commission” and tww years after it was issued, the 
country, by a landslide vote, repudiated ‘it. 

Gov. Roosevelt’s opposition to this device is a sign 
that he expects to make his own decisions and that, 
when facts are to be found, the regularly constituted 
governmental agencies, wherever possible, will find 
them. That is in accord with the theory and spirit 
of our Government. 
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TURNING THE TABLES. 


Virtually complete figures on the 1932 popular vote 
for President disclose an interesting coincidence when 
compared with the 1928 totals. This lies in how near 
duplication are the total votes of winner and loser, 
respectively, in the two elections. The victors’ votes 
were: Hoover, 21,392,190; Roosevelt, 21,357,067. The 
losers stood: Smith, 15,016,443; Hoover, 15,091,259. 
The differences in the comparative figures are less 
than % of 1 per cent in each case. _ 

The exhibit is more than merely a mathematical 
curiosity. It is tabular evidence of how swiftly the 
people move to.action when a party loses their con- 
fidence. As a rebult, Hoover’s landslide majority of 
1928 was converted into a sweep of almost equal size 
for his opponent this year. Democratic exultation 
should be tempered by realization of these facts. The 
Republicans now are crushed, disorganized, virtually 
leaderless—a condition similar to that of the Demo- 
crats just four years ago. But Democratic aggres- 
siveness and blunders by their opponents restored the 
party to public favor and turned the tables this year. 
The people remain watchful. If their hopes are not 
realized, 1936 will.bring another reverse. 
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THE HOME BREW TAX FIASCO. 

_ Virtually all the new special taxes, passed by Con- 
gress last spriug in a vain attempt to balance the 
budget, are falling below expectations. Worst fail- 
ure of all is the levy on the ingredients of home brew 
and home-made wine. Taxes on woft, 15 cents a gal- 
lon; on malt syrup, 3 cents a gallon, and on grape 
concentrate, 20 cents a gallon, originally were esti- 
mated to yield $82,000,000 a year. After. its first en- 
thusiasm subsided, the Treasury Department reduced 
this ffgure to $40,000,000 a year, or $3,338,383 a 
month. What have collections actually totaled? For 
August, they were $356,000; for September, $815,243; 
for October, $660,931. The total is $1,832,164, a mere 
shadow of the quarter-year estimate, $10,000,000. 

These collections show too great a discrepancy for 
the Treasury to accept it as merely the result of 
bad guessing, so collectors of internal revenue have 
been ordered to make a nation-wide inquiry to And 
out the reason.

HE railroads are sometimes accused of

ADVERTISING CHARGE 


Two Officers of Lincoln Home 
Furnishers Released; Judge 
Comments on Case. 


H. 8. Goldberg, president, and 

W. A. Leopold, advertising man- 
ager, of the Lincoln Home Fur- 
nishers, 1105-09 Olive street, were 
freed of charges of publication of 
misleading advertising yesterday, 
after Judge Butler in the Court of 
Criminal Correction had heard the 
evidence against them. . 
At the conclusion of testimony 
by witnesses for the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, including its mer- 
chandising manager, George 5. 
Langland, Judge Butler told Lang- 
land he thought the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau was “going a little too 
far” in bringing the charges. 
Neither Goldberg nor Leopold was 
called to the stand. 

The charges were based on news- 
paper advertisements in which the 
company stated, “Our entire stock 
of newest 1932 quality furniture, 
radios, stoves, rugs, lamps, elec- 
tric refrigerators, etc., will, be 
sold. We must vacate by midnight, 
Sept. 30.” The Court struck out 
a charge based on the “1932 qual- 
ity furniture” on the ground that 
the advertisement did not say the 
entire stock of the store was 1932 
furniture and did not limit the sale 
to that class alone. 

When Langland and other wit- 
nesses admitted the company had 
actually gone out of business Oct. 
11, Judge Butler said, “I think 
jthese charges are an outrage. These 
people may not have been able to 
get out by Sept. 30. If that is the 
kind of thing the Better Business 
Bureau is doing, it doesn’t look 
good to me.”

REDUCED ON APPEAL 


Ten Cases Against Communists 
Disposed of, One Con- 
tinued. 


Eleven cases involving Commu- 
nist gatherings, including the City 
Hall riot July 11, were acted on 
by Judge Weinbrenner in the Court 
of Criminal Correction . yesterday 
on appeal from Police Court. All 
defendants were charged with gen- 
eral peace disturbance. 

Orville A. Smith, 827 High street, 
who had been fined $50, the maxi- 
mum, by Police Judge Blaine, 
was tried by a jury, and his fine 
reduced to $25. Police testified 
Smith, a spenker at the City Hall 
disturbance, asked the crowd as- 
sembled at the City, Hall if they 
were “going to let a lot of graft- 
ing politiciahs and pot-bellied po- 
lice keep you out?”

died last night at King Edward VII 
Hospital after a short illness. He 
would have been 90 years old in 
January. 

Twelfth in the line of presidents 
of Princeton, Dr. Patton was noted 
chiefly for development of the in- 
stitution into a university. He had 
served seven years as a member of 
the faculty when, in 1888, he was 
elected president in succession to 
Dr. James McCosh. During the 
four years he was at the head, the 
student body increased from 400 to 
nearly 80¥. 

In 1902 Dr. Patton retired to 
become president of Princeton The- 
ological Seminary. He served in 
that capacity until 1913. He was 
succeeded as president of the uni- 
versity by Woodrow Wilson. 

At the conclusion of -his active 
life Dr. Patton returned to Ber- 
muda, where he was born at War- 
wick, Jan. ‘22, 1843, and had since 
made his home at Hamilton. 

Dr. Patton was educated at War- 
wick Academy, Knox College and 
the University of Toronto, and was 
graduated from Princeten Theo- 
logical Seminary in 1865. In the 
same year he was ordained a Pres- 
byterian minister and for six years 
filled pastorates at. New York, 
Nyack and Brooklyn. In 13871 he 
became professor of theology in the 
Presbyterian Theological Seminary 
at Chicago, naw McCormick Semi- 
nary, filling the chair for 10 years, 
during which he also served as pas- 
tor of the Jefferson Park Présby- 
terian. Church.

As a usual thing, “pointing with 
pride” carries with it some “view- 
ing alarm.” They seem to be as close 
companions as “ham and eggs” or 
“black and white.” But, in the case 
of Washington University football, 
this precedent is broken for fol- 
lowers of the Bears are pointing 
with considerable pride to the im- 
proved showing of the team in 
1932 and are viewing 1933 pros- 
pects with considerable hope. 

There can be no question in the 
minds of those who watched the 
Bears play this season that Jim- 
my Conzelman’s first year as head 
coach has been an unqualified suc- 
cess. Of the eight regular games 
in 1932, four were won. Last 
year, of nine games, the Bears 
won only two and those from col- 
leges in the minor football class. 
This year, the Bears, scoring 8&5 
points against 98 for their oppo- 
nents, scored in all but two games 
and averaged 10 points per game, 
being shut out in only two con- 
tests. In 1931, the Bears scored 
only 26 points as against 194 for 
the opposition and, scoreless in six 
games, counted only two points in 
their final seven games. 

High points in this year’s play 
were the victories over Missouri 
and Grinnell and the _ splendid 
showing against athe Billikens in 
the Thanksgiving day game when 
they held St. Louis to a 19—6 
score compared with the 34—0 
drubbing they were forced to ac- 
cept a year ago. 

Only Four Regulars Lost. 

The lack of alarm in the view- 
point for 1933 is easily explained. 
Of thé 1932 hard-fighting squad, 
only four regulars are lost for 
19383—Captain Harvey Mille, Ike 
Vandover, Lou beaters and Max 
Tyrrell. 


Again, “coming up” for the next 
years’ eleven are a group of the 


‘finest and best coached freshmen 


ever assembled at Washington. 
There were those who claimed the 
1932 freshmen could hold the var-

There is not the slightest indica- 
tion that all groups which go to 
make up Washington football—fac- 
ulty, alumni and undergrads—are 
anything but entirely satisfied with 
the season of 1932. And there isa 
general hope that the powers that 
be at the university will evidence 
their whole-hearted satisfaction 
with the early announcement that 
Jimmy Conzelman not only will 
continue as coach,.but will be given 
a long-term contract to completely 
install his system and to reap the 
benefits of it for the game and for 
the school, 

Washington has an impressive 
schedule lined up for 1933, with 
four games featured—those with 
Illinois, Chicago, Missouri and St. 
Louis. With Valley Conference 
title games against Drake and 
other teams rounding out the list, 
a real team will be needed to assure 
a good showing, with a real coach 
in charge.
